shaft and numerous entrances, fllliug 
the workings with debris, and those 
of the miners that were not killed 
outright by the explosion were burtod 
allva 
The explosion was heard for 
many miles 
around, and 
attracted 
people from tbe adjoining settlements. 
Hugo timbers and railroad iron were 
hurled 300 feet from the mouth of the 
shaft 
Superintendent E. S. Brooks 
and a large force of men began the 
wortc of removing tbe debris from the 
shaft that they ml#;ht reach the en- 
tombed miners. 
Their progress Into 
the mine was blocked by the foul 
gases, and several times they were 
forced to return to the surface. 


All day the rescuing party worked, 
the force being increased from time 
to time by the arrival of ranchmen 
and others from nearby 
settlements 
and by those of a relief train sent out 
from Rawlins. 
Four men wero taken 
out alive, and a half hour later they 
were followed by 42 others. 
Many 
wero unconscious and had to be car- 
ried from the workings. 
Several are

Two hundred and «ilgh.y-lvb "men 
were at work In the mine, and only 48 
have been accounted for. 
Of

number t^o are dead. 
It was some

He was followed by others, when the 
last of the 48 was brought out. 
The 
reflcuers were unable to penetrate any 
further Into the mine, as it was neces- 
sary to make another opening to per- 
mit fresh air to reach the lower IovgIh. 


Horses and scrapers were put at 
work hauling the debris away from 
tho shaft. 
Work Is progressing but 
fllowly owing to the narrow space In 
which the rescuers are compelled to 
operate, but shortly the mine should 
be opened sufflciently to permit of 
deep explorations and the rescue of 
the dead bodies. 
Early this morning 
a party of rescuers reached four mules 
that were alive, and this caused re- 
newed hope. 
It fs a faint hope, how- 
ever, for experienced mine bosses and 
miners aay that when tho imprisoned 
men are reached all will be found 
dead. 
Some of tho miners who es- 
caped gay they saw 20 dead bodlea in 
entry No. 17.

many of the men were crazed by the

Taylor told of clandestine meotlngs 
at Jacksonville and at other

tiome, while her husband was away. 


By note and letter, Taylor admitted, 
Mrs. Pharcs made appointments with 
him. and on the Friday night before 
Phares' death the two met on Stonö

olic Cemetery was the person for whom 
she sought. 
Tne lady being positive of this fact, 
ordered undertaker Garlich to exhume 
the body and prepare it for shipment, 
which was done Monday night. The re­ 
mains were taken to the W. M. depot 
Tuesday morning and placed on the 
10:20 train. The shipping tag bore the 
following: “Body of Miss Catherine, 
care ot Reuben Humphry, Rockville, 
Md.’’ ' 
This was the only name given by the 
visiting lady and is supposed to be her 
Christian name.

Injured aeorcs of others and caused 
the dcBtraction of a .Vast amount of 
property. 
Tho mine was not' llred, as vas stat- 
^ to the earlier reports, but the ex- 
p|Mi(on was terrific and completely 
shattered the timbers of tiie main 
shaft and numerous entrances, filliug 
tho workings with debris, and those 
of the miners that were not killed 
outright by the explosion were burled 
allT& 
The explosion was heard for 
many miles 
around, and 
attracted 
people from tbe adjoining settlements. 
Hugo timbers and railroad Iron were 
hurled 300 feet from the mouth of the 
shaft 
Superintendent B. S. Brooks 
and a large force of men be«an the 
work of removing the debris from the 
shaft that they ml#i:ht reach the en­ 
tombed miners. 
Their progress into 
the mine was blocked by the foul 
gasea, and several times they were 
forced to return to the surface. 
All day the rescuing party worked, 
the force being increased from time 
to time by the arrival of ranchmen 
and others from nearby settlm ents 
and by those of a relief train sent out 
from Rawlins. Four men were taken 
out alive, and a half hour later they 
were followed by 42 others. 
Many 
wero unconscious and had to be car­ 
ried from the workings. 
Several are 
in a serious condition, but it is be­ 
lieved that all will recover. 
' 
Two h^Bdred and elgb.y*‘tvb npn 
wero at work In the mine, and only 48 
have been accounted for. 
Of 
this 
number t^vo are dead. 
It was some 
time after tho 
explosion that the 
first man was brought io the surface. 
He was followed by others, when the 
last of the 48 was brought out. The 
rescuers were unable to penetrate any 
further into the mine, as It was neces­ 
sary to make another opening to per­ 
mit fresh air to reach the lower IovoIh. 
Horses and scrapers were put at 
work hauling the debris away from 
tho shaft. 
Work Is progressing but 
■lowly owing to tho narrow space In 
which the rescuers are compelled to 
operate, but shortly the mine should 
be opened sufilciently to permit of 
deep explorations and the rescue of 
tbe dead bodies. Early this morning 
a party of rescuers reached four mules 
that were alive, and this caused re­ 
newed hope. It Is a faint hope, how­ 
ever, for experienced mine bosses and 
miners say that when tho Imprisoned 
men are reached all will be found 
dead. 
Some of tho miners who es­ 
caped say they saw 20 dead bodies In 
entry No, 17. 
They 
reported 
that 
many of the men were crazed by tho 
explosion and ran hither and thither

Many of these could

Mfltnees Teld Story of Illicit Love With 
Mre. Phtree While Hweband Lay

Mt Roily, M. J. July 1.—Tho sensa­ 
tion in the trial of Mrs. Aonie Pharos, 
charged with the murder of her hus- 
b«nd, Albert A. Pharea, camo when 
Oarfleld Taylor took tbe stand to tes­ 
tify against the woman, who, accord­ 
ing to the evidence in the ca«e had 
transferred ber affections from her 
husband to himself. 
Prosecutor Atkinson was unsparing 
and merciless in his questlona, and 
little by little he dragged from Taylor 
tbe story of an illicit love with a faith­ 
less wife and mother. Two years ago 
Taylor fixed as the time when his in­ 
timacy with Mrs. Phares began, and 
since that time whenever tho opportu­ 
nity presented Inself. 
Taylor told of clandestine mootings 
at Jacksonville and at other points 
near the Phares home, and of living, 
when be found opportunity, at her 
home, while her husband was away. 
By note and letter, Taylor admitted, 
Mrs. Pharos made appointments with 
him, and on the EYlday night before 
Phares’ death the two met on Stone 
Road. 
On.this occasion Mrs. Phares 
gave to her youthful companion the 
shirt, cuffs and cuff buttons which her 
mother-in-law had given to her to pre­ 
sent to her husband as a birthday 
present. 
Mrs. Phares explained that 
she had the shirt made to order for 
him at Trenton. This shirt was found 
in Taylor’s trunk after Phares’ death, 
and wae identified bj^ him on the wit- 
nesH stan'1. 
As a pledge of his loVe, Tajjlor gave 
Mrs. Phares hie ring iJp wear. 
This 
rjng was found in the wcrtnan’s posBee- 
sion-and was shown to Taylor by Mr. 
Atkinson ior identification. 
On tho 
Friday night when she met Taylor, 
Mrs. Phares had ono of her children 
with her, but on the following night 
she was alone when she went out with 
the young man. 
On Sunday morning 
they met agaJn, and still again that 
night clandestinely In tbe Methodist 
meeting house, a stone’s throw from 
where the woman’s husband and chil­ 
dren were ensconced. After this Tay­ 
lor did not see Mrs. Phares until the 
day her husband died. 
At this point Mr. Atkinson began to 
qestlon Taylor relative to his visit to 
Camden with Mrs, Phares. 
After telling how they spent their 
time In Camden, Taylor was asked If 
during that time Mrs. Phares bad 
asked him to marry hor. 
"She did," came the answer in a 
whisper, 
"And did you aeroe?” 
“Ko, sir." 
Tho witness was now broiipht back 
to the day of Pharen' death. The »tory 
of what occurred at that time aftor tho 
man had passed away proved to bo of 
such a character tha( the spectators 
gaBi>ed with surprise and astonißb- 
ment. 
Heedless of tho fart that her

doath, 
Mrs. 
Phares permitted Taylor to remain In 
the house all night. 
Taylor admit­ 
ted that bo returned the following 
night and also on Wodnosday nipht, 
and remainod there until tbe funeral of 
Pharos. 
While this startling confoS' 
cion was being made Mrs. Pharos’ face 
was a scarlet hue and she tried her 
best to hide her features behind Mr. 
Budd's broad shoulders. 
Charles Black testifiod that be pre­ 
pared Phares’ body for burial. He 
found tbe body with its bands tightly 
clenched and tho legs in a distorted po­ 
sition. 
The feot were arched at tbs 
instop end the arms were drawn tightly 
against the body.

TRAIN FALLS INTO MVBR 


Ninety Dead and Over 200 Injured 1« 
Railroad Wreck In Spain. 
Madrid, June 29. — Ninety bodlog* 
aad 204 Injured persons have been 
extricated from the wreck of Ibe Bil­ 
bao train which overturned at Nejeiv 
ilia river last night. 
According 
to 
nfiiclal Informa'ion, SO persons wore 
killed and 60 others seriously Injurod 
Many of the latter will die. Of the 
SOO passengers on tho traia It la stated 
that only six escaped unhurt 
The 
ti»ln, which was composed of two en» 
gines and 19 coaches, was crossing 
tho bridge when tho couplings betweea 
tho engines broke. The second engine 
loft the track aad fell, followed by 
the entire train, into the bed of the 
river. Fortunately the water was low. 
The nearest medical attendance wae 
a mile and a half distant, and those 
passengers who were least 
injure^ 
aided the others and did all possible 
until the arrival of relief trains, brlnfr 
Ing nursee, doctors and soldiers from 
Bilbao. 
The train fell 50 feet from the bridge 
to tho* river bed, the cos^hes piling u^ 
In a mass of splintered wood and Iron* 
work. The scone is described as hor« 
rifying. 
Many corpses were carrleil 
down the stream, which was actually 
reddened with blood. A railway guard 
was arrested in the act of robbing tb# 
dead and narrowly escaped lynching.

The city of Antwerp, Belgium^ Is 
preparing to hold a universal exposition 
of printing and the kindred arts in the 
year 1905 to commemorate the 300th 
anniversary of the publication of the 
flrst newspaper. For many years thl« 
honor has been disputed by England, 
Germany, France and Holland, and 
until recently'it was accorded to Eng- 
land upon evidence furnished by the 
British Museum In the form of a paper 
called '*The English Mercury," -which 
was published by Lord Hardwlcke In 
15S8, but It was discovered that the 
Mercury was nothing more than a 
political pamphlet, which appeared Ir- 
regularly for the purpose of giving his 
lordship a clrance to ventilate his views 
on public Questious; that it never pre- 
tended to publish information or ad- 
vertisements, and was not issued for 
proflt, which circumstances ruled it 
out of the newspaper list. 
Nor ^^'a3 
any account taken of the Pekin Ga- 
zette, which has been published regu- 
larly by the Chinese Government for 
more than 3000 years, because that 
does not conform to the orthodox un- 
derstanding of a newspaper. 
It con- 
tains merely the edicts of the Em- 
peror of China and tlie oiScial im- 
nouncemonts of the court. 


Therefore the honor of issuing Uip 
first regular neM-spaper wng awarded 
to Abraham Verhoeven. of Antwerp, 
who. In 1005. obtained n conoession for 
that privilege from the Arcaduice Al- 
bert and the Archduchess Isuliolle., 
Before that time Abraham had issued 
bulletins irregularly whenever events 
justified. 
These bulletins contained 
official announcements, market quota- 
tions and brief noticFs of 
ourrout 
events, and the dcaiaiul foi- ihom pp- 
pcars to have .iustiiied the publisher 
In arrangîniî for their publication upon 
regular dates. 
Ten years later the 
first German nowsnaper .appearod at 
Frankt'orMn-thc-Main; the iirst paper 
In the Dutch lauiriniiro anpcured in 
1617; tlie first paper in the Enc:lish 
language in 1022, and the iirst in Ihc 
French lan.cruajre in 1031.

In which Verhoeven had his oSico Is 
still standing; his type and presses 
have been preserved and have been 
made the nucleus oi a very inrercsHn.i? 
museum, which will be remem bored by 
all tourists who have visited that city. 
It Is proposed to invite the diCferent 
nations of the earth to participate in an 
exposition of printing at Antwerp in 
1905. and bring their best samples of 
everything that in any way pertiiins 
to the art preservative.

add three tablespoons of vinegar, and 
stir until smooth; beat one egg, add the 
vinegar, stirring constantly; then add 
one tablespoonfui of butter; set the 
bowl in a pan of boiling water; stir and 
cook until creamy; remove and stand 
in a cool place; add tliree tablespoon­ 
fuls of sour creath; if the cream Is very 
rich omit the butter. 
Mutton Kidney Saute—Split five mut­ 
ton kidneys in lialves; remove the skin 
and cut put the fat from the centre; 
lieat two tablespoonfuls of butter in a 
frying pan-; Iprlnkie salt over tbe kid­ 
neys and add them to the butter; cook 
five minutes, then stir in one table­ 
spoon of flour and add half a cup of 
water; cover the pan and cook five min­ 
utes, then add lemon Juice to taste; 
serve with squares of toast. 
Fruit Rolls—Sift into a bowl two cup­ 
fuls of batter, two teaspoons of baking 
powder and half a teaspoon of salt; rub 
In lightly two tablespoonfuls of butter 
or half butter and half lard; add three- 
fouiths cup of milk; it should be a soft 
dough; toss on a floured board, roll out 
half an Inch thick; spread over with 
softened butter; sprinkle with half a 
cup of sugar and half a cup of cur­ 
rants, roll up as for a Jelly roll; cut in 
half inch slices, lay them on a greased 
baking pan, and bake twenty uinutei 
la a quick orea. 


P«INTER*S ART SHOW. 


PnlvcriM l B xftoaltlon to R« H e ld ia C ity 
o f A n tw erp in 190S. 
The city of Antwerp. Brigiumi Is 
preparing to hold a universal exposition 
of printing and the kindred arts in the 
year 1905 to commemorate the .300fh 
anniversary of the publication of the 
first newspaper. For many years thi« 
honor has been disputed by England. 
Germany, France and Holland, and 
until recently-It was accorded to Eng­ 
land upon evidence furnished by the 
British Museum in the form of a paper 
called “The English Mercury,” which 
was published by Lord Hardwlcke in 
1588, but It was discovered that the 
Mercury was nothing more than a 
political pamphlet, which appeared Ir­ 
regularly for the purpo.««e of giving his 
lordship a clrence to ventilate his views 
on public questions; that it never pre­ 
tended to publish information or ad- 
vertisjments, and was not Issxjed for 
profit, which circumstances ruled it 
out of the newspaper list. Nor was 
any account taken of the Pekin Ga­ 
zette, which has been published regu­ 
larly by the Chinese Government for 
more than 3000 years, beoau.se that 
does not conform to the orthodox un­ 
derstanding of a newspaper. 
It con­ 
tains merely the edicts of the Em­ 
peror of China and tlie oiSclal «n- 
nouncements of the court. 
Therefore the honor of lissuing Uip 
first regular newspaper w .ts .nwnrtled 
to Abraham Verhoeven, of Antwerp, 
who, in 1005, obtained a concession for 
that privilège from the Archduke .Al­ 
bert and the Archduchess Isabelle.. 
Before that time .\braham had issued 
bulletins Irregularly whenever events 
Justified. 
These bulletins contained 
official announcements, market quota­ 
tions and brief notiOFs of ouvreut 
events, and the demand for them .-»p- 
pears to have .instilled the puhlisher 
in arranging for their pubiicaiion upon 
regular dates. 
Ten .v?ars later I lie 
first German newspaper appeared at 
Franlci'ort-in-thc-Main; the first paper 
in the Dutch language appeared in 
1617; tlie first paper In the Endîsh 
language in 1C22, and rhe first in Ihe 
French language In 1031. 
Tbe quaint old building .it Antv.*crp 
in which Verhoeven had his oSice Is 
still standing: his type and presses 
have been preserved and have hren 
made the nucleus of a very interesting 
museum, which will be rememhercii by 
all tourists who have visited that city. 
It Is proposed to invite the different 
nations of the earth to participate in an 
exposition of printing .at Antwerp in 
1905, and bring their best samples of 
everything that in any way pertains 
to thé art preservative. 


A Mmnsitcra or NoblIUv. 
Such a slaughter %f nobility as h.as 
lately taken place in Italy has not hap­ 
pened since the bloody days of the 
French Revolution. Fortunately this 
last massacre was bloodless. The her­ 
aldic office of the Ivingdom of Italy has 
been overhauling the rolls of the nobil­ 
ity and every claim to hereditarj' rank 
has been scrutinised by experts, histor­ 
ians, genealogists and Juri.sts, Avlth the 
result that a large number of mar­ 
quises, counts and even princes have 
received notice that they are merely 
commoners.- The entire "Black” nobil­ 
ity (tliose wlilch owe their rank to the 
Popes) have been struck off the list; 
likewise the great (meaning numerous) 
nobility created by the kings of Na­ 
ples. Another large class which has 
suffered is that which owes Its rank to 
the numerous deposed and fugitive sov­ 
ereigns of the Bourbon family whose 
titles are now legally extinct. It seems 
that the King of the Two Sicilies, the 
Grand Duke of Tuscany, the four sov­ 
ereign Dukes of Parma, Modena, Cala­ 
bria and Este, the Prince of Benevento 
and others have tiiought that they 
could at least create nobles. 
Hence­ 
forth It will be all the more necessary 
to examine carefully the titles of our 
distinguished Italian visitors. — New

obtaining the blue color, the reflected 
raj's of light always siiowing either 
red, yellow or violet. 
Purification in 
no case removed the blue tint from the 
air. 
After exhausting all physical 
means in an attempt to reproduce the 
blue color, the author concluded timt 
the blue of the sky depends upon chem­ 
ical conditions. The color deepens in­ 
stead of fades as the observer rlse.s 
above the earth. 
These conclusions 
are supported by the fact that liquid j 
air is also blue. 


Metallic construction appears to have 
had a very low power of resistance dur­ 
ing the volcanic eruption at St. Pierre. 
Not only was It incanable of with­ 
standing the w’eight of the burning 
matter, says the American Architect, 
hut some chemical action is likely to 
have taken place which transformed 
the particles. 
M. Amedee Knight, a 
Senator of Martinique, was on the 
island at the time of the disaster, and 
he has been able to furnish« details 
about the destruction which were not 
observed by others. He describes tbe 
effects shortly as corresponding with 
those which might be expected if some 
colossal Nasmyth’s hammer had been 
employed in operation on the town. 
Most tilings have- been reduced to a 
fine powder.

Violin Played by Czara la Recovared 
By U. S. Official. 
A Stradivarius which has been play 
ed by several czars, beginning with 
Alexander I., and wbich disappeared 
from the museum of the imperial or 
chestra at St. Petersburg in May, 1902, 
has been recovered by Dwight J. Par- 
tello, the United States treasury agent 
here. Mr. Partello, who is himself tho 
possessor of 20 famous violins, heard a 
word dropped by a person interested 
in viollna which enabled him to trace 
the stolen instrument to a collector llv 
ing in a town of Southern France, who 
bought it for |2,500 from a Paris dealer. 
The violin just recovered is specially 
precious to the present cear because 
one of hii| childhood recollections is 
seeing hia father Alexander III., often 
play on -it. Crar Nicholas, therefore, 
was muct \annoyed when»' walking 
through the museum one day he eaw 
In the violin case where the Stradi- 
variua commonly reisted an ordinary 
ftddle, with the name of a St. Peter«- 
burg shop pasted inside. The vendor 
recognized and pointed out a member 
of the imperial household as the buyer 
of this cheap instrument. The accus­ 
ed man denied the statement absolute­ 
ly and as he was of rank sufficient to 
have his word acceptedi this line of 
Inquiry was ended.

T he la r g e st Tin Mine*. 
In tho current Journal of Geology 
Mr. Penrose, gives an account of the 
tin deposits of the Malay Peninsula, 
that produces over one-half of the tin 
used in the world, and which, reckoned 
together with the product of tho ad­ 
joining islands of Banka and Billiton, 
is the source of about three-quarters 
of tho world's supply. Notwithstand* 
ing their great importance and value 
to the world’s commerce, tho mining it 
conducted in tho most primitive fash* 
ion. The mines were largely owned 
by Chinese and 
cooUes employed 
therein 
Staniferous earth is carried 
out in baskets and washed in primitive 
sluices. The water is pumped out of 
the workings by human treadmill labor 
and the flnai concentration of tbe ore 
to about 70 per cent tin Is accomplish­ 
ed by hand. The workable deposits ail 
occur in alluvium overlaying granite 
and limestone rock, which are evident­ 
ly tho parent rocks of the tin ore. It 
has been broken and washed out of the 
original matrix by tho agencies of na­ 
ture, and theso primitive children of 
nature simply continue and complete 
the process, although English compan­ 
ies are being formed to organize and 
Introduce modern methods.

For some time there have been rumors 
afloat to the elfect that the Baldwin Lo- 
comotive Works of Philadelphia were 
coming to York, and since the purchase 
of the Keesey tract the rumors have gain- 
ed considerable foundation, 
The Daily, 
however, has received information from 
the gentleman who is very close to the 
Baldwin people, who says that the com- 
pany will positively come to York This 
gentleman's statements are born out 
when tbe Keesey tract recently purchas- 
ed by a Philadelphia syndicate is inspect 
ed. 
It is a half-mile east of the city, and 
already the streets for thriving city have 
been laid out, but nevertheless there is a 
vacancy left for something, and it is to 
be occupied by the Baldwin plant, and 
upon the building lots there will be erect- 
ed the houses for their workingmcn, who 
by the way, number between Bix and sev- 
en thousand men. 
Of course all these 
men will not necessarily have to liye at 
Keesey, but many of them will make 
their residences iu York proper. 


The coming of this great plant means 
that the population of York will be great- 
ly augmented at a bound by probably 
80,000 people. 


The company have many reasons for 
leaving^Philadelphia. 
Their plant is lo- 
cated in the heart of the city, and tbe in- 
cessant noise made by the manufactute 
of two locomotives per day, is regarded 
as a nuisance by the residents of that 
district, who have built all around th« 
plant.

Hicks on July WcAthcr 


Rev. Irl R. Oicks says that warmer 


weather and less rainfall will be the rule 
in July, over most sections of tbe great 
grain producing rf^gions than in July 
1902. 
At the same time we do not look 


for general or severe drouth or for an 
excess of summer heat. 


There are, however, to be some storm 
periods 
The first is central on 2d ami 
Hd. July will open with cloudy weather 
and driz/ling rain. On the 2 and ïUhere 
will be pronounced storm conditions. 
It will turn much warmer, will grow 
mugpy and close and some solid thun- 
der storms, with local rains, will pass 
over the country in their usual order. 
These storms may not subside before 
the 5th but a change to coolcr will fol* 
low with cloudiness and driz7.Ic and high 
humidity. 
The second storm period— 
rcuular—extends from the 7th to 9th. 
The iirst stages will bring extremely 
warm weather, followed by storms which 
will reach their culminating stages on 
the lOtb and 11th, 
There will not, how- 
ever, be widespread and soaking rains« 
Behind the blustering stormincss and 
thunder look for rising barometer,west- 
erly winds and cooler, clearing weather. 
The 14th and 15th arc the central days 
of the next storm period. Another great 
heat wave will arise at this time and 
many electrical,threateningstorm clouds 
will arise o.n and touching 15th. Cooler 
weather will come about 15th to 18th. 
The fourth stonu period will run from 
Itíth to 20th, being central on 2f)th. A 
general and persistent heated term will 
prevail at this time but the humidity 
will not be high. 
Some very deceptive 
clouds will appear, bringing some heavy 
gusts of wind and dust, but blowing over 
with only Hi^ht rain, except in narrow 
localities. 
Inhere will be some quite 
heavy storms on and about the 24th, 
The 25th, 26lh and 27tb will be the cen- 
tral days of a reactionary storm period, 
when there will be a climax of summer 
heat There will be an excessively warm 
wave and about 27th there will come a 
rapid fall of the barometer, quickly fol- 
lowed 
by wicked wind and thunder 
storms in many parts of the country. A 
rising barometer and change to cooler 
weather will follow these storms for a 
few days. 
July will come to its close 
with the first stages of a regular storm 
period forming in western sections.

Not a mouth has passed since the op­ 
ening of tiiis year wiihout a record of 
eotne disaster in this country ib which 
litiniau lives were lost aud large amounts 
of property destroyed 
Tbe list is an 
tttlusual one. Nearly a thousand people 
have been killed in this way since Janu- 
Mty, this number only iucluding tbe trag- 
Otlies of gfeater moment, not counting 
tbose 111 which the loss was less than a 
li«lf do2cil lives. The New York Trib-

May Come to York, 
For some time there have been rumors 
afloat to the elfect that the Baldwin Lo­ 
comotive Works of Philadelphia were 
coming to York, and since the purchase 
of the Keesey tract the rumors have gain­ 
ed considerable foundation. The Daily, 
however, has received information from 
the gentleman who 1» very close to the 
Baldwin people, who says that the com­ 
pany will positively come to York This 
geutlcnian’s statements are born out 
when the Keesey tract recently purchas­ 
ed by a Philadelphia syndicate is inspect 
ed. It is a half-mile east of the city, and 
already the streets for tbriviugcity bave 
been laid out, but nevertheless theie is a 
vacancy left for something, aud it is to 
be occupied by the Baldwin plant, aud 
upon the building lots there will be erect­ 
ed the houses for their workingmen, who 
by the way, number between six and sev­ 
en thousand men. Of course all these 
men will not necessarily have to live at 
Keesey, but many of them will make 
their residences iu York proper. 
The coming of this great plant means 
that the papulation of York will be great­ 
ly augmented at a bound by probably 
80,000 people. 
The company have many reasons for 
Icaving'Philadelphia. Their plant is lo­ 
cated in the heart oi the city, and tbe in* 
cesstut noise made by the manufactuie 
of two locomotives per day, is regarded 
as a nuisance by tlie residents of that 
district, who bave built all arouud th* 
plant. Another reason is that their pres« 
cut quarters are entirely too crowded. 
Again, tlie value of their land, which lies 
right iu the heart of the city, covering 
five squares, facing on Broad Street, 
is so great tliat 
ii will pay them 
move and sell their property, (pr they 
will thereby receive a remuneration 
which will more than pay all expenses 
for their removal und location in this 
city. It is to be hoped that the report is 
correct.—Daily.

Hfcks on July Weather 
Rfv, Irl R. flicks says that wnrtncr 
weather aud leas rainfall will be the rule 
Iu July, over most «ectious of tbe great 
grfiln profluciug rogiong than iu July 
1903. At tbe same time we do not look 
for general or severe drouth or for au 
excess of summer heat. 
There are, however, to be some storm 
periods 
Tlie first Is central on 2<i and 
Hd. July will open with cloudy weather 
and drizzling rain. On the 2 and 8 there 
will be pronounced storm conditions* 
It will turn much warmer, will grow 
mugjry aud close and some solid thun­ 
der storms, with local rains, will pass 
over the country in their usual order. 
These storms may not subside before 
the 5th but a change to cooler will fol­ 
low with cloudiness aud drizzle and high 
humidity. The second storm period- 
regular—extends from the 7th to 9th. 
The iirst stages will bring extremely 
warm weather, followed by storms which 
will reach their culminating stages on 
the 10th and 11th. There will not, how­ 
ever, be widespread aud soaking rains« 
Behind the blustering storminess and 
thunder look for rising barometer,west­ 
erly winds and cooler, clearing weather. 
The 14th and 15th are the central days 
of the next storm period. Another great 
heat wave will arise at this time and 
many electrical,threatening storm clouds 
will arise o.n and touching 15th. Cooler 
weather will come about 15th to 18th. 
Tbe fourth storm period will run from 
Ibth to 20th, being central on 2^)th. A 
general and persistent heated term will 
prevail at this time but tiie humidity 
will not be high. Some very deceptive 
clouds will appear, bringing some heavy 
gusts of wind and dust, but blowing over 
with only light rain, except in narrow 
localities. There will be some quite 
heavy storms on and about the 24tb. 
The 25lh, 20th aud 27th will be the cen­ 
tral days of a reactionary storm period, 
when there will be a climax of summer 
heat There will be an excessiTely warm 
wave and about 27th there will come a 
rapid fall of the barometer, quickly fol­ 
lowed by wicked wind and thunder 
storms in many parts of the country.

E'all know that thjrc Is no real line between the elementary and 


W 


secondary schools, neither Is there a deflnite distincüon between 
I tho secondary school and the colleges. The whole process should 
I be one.

But there is an epoch—a period at which the child's character 
is determined, and this is based on natural history, for the de- 
velopment of the child has in It just as much natural history as 
the growth of the flower of the field. 


I believe that the lino Is this, and that It is tho only line I 
know of lu tho whole process of educationj it is the age when 
the child had best go away from its home for its education. Our country has 
found that the moral character of Its youth has been pretty thoroughly de- 
veloped at the age of eighteen. That age is a good one to take the child away 
from home. 
, „ 
• 
, . 
Don't we know what chaucres really need to be made? Tho change is in 


the order of the subjects tauglit In the High School and the order of all the 
subjects from the aijes of six to eighteen, 
Don't wo know that the High 
School to-day Is positively bad; that the study of languages is erroneous? 
Any child of nine can master any domestic or foreign language, and so also 
an observation .subject such as botany. 'Yet the study of these subjects is de- 
ferred to the age of fourteen. 
We are bcgluning to get tho observation 
studies down into the primary grades, but we have got to get them there 
more than they now are. 
^ , a, 


Every child in the whole country ought to have a chancc to attack the 


language and observation studies. Tho hindrance to this system lies in the 
fact that certain studies are held back for High School study. 
Increasing 


the High School course to six years would be a distinct help. 


Ihe Distinctive Feature 


of Our Constitution 


By Justice David J* Brewer. 
HOUGHTFUL men, the world over, have not been lacking in praise 
T 


of our constitution and system of government. As the years go by 
it becomes more apparent that the distinctive feature of the consti- 
tution Is its judicial system, with the Supremo Court at Its head. 
Not in the mere fact of a Judicial system, for courts were a part of 
our Anglo-Saxon inheritance. Indeed, long before the settlement of 
this country executive, legislative, and judicial departments and 
functions were In existence. But the significance is in the powers 
given to the Supreme Court, and given in a Republic formed by a 
union of States, which, though surrendering some of the absolute 
supremacy of a Nation, were continued in possession of a large amount of in- 
dependent authority. 


We call ours a Federal system of government It is Federal because there 
fa ft Nation -and States within and a part of that Nation—a Nation supreme in 
national affairs and in foreign relations, and yet powerless to control the 
purely local Interest of the separate States. 
We rightfully speak of tho 
republic as a nation possessed in its relation to the nations of the world of all 
the essential attributes of nationality, yet we know that the nation, that Con- 
gress as the legislative body of the nation, is impotent to regulate the police 
affairs of the smallest village in any State. Over local affairs the States are 
as supreme as though they were not integral parts of the republic. 


This creation of a new nation with all the elements of nationality, with 
absolute icx>ntrol over national affairs and foreign relations, and yet composed 
of States having a like absolute control over the local affairs of the com- 
munities within their limits, would, in the nature of things, result in contro- 
versies between the Nation and the States as to their relative control in many 
matters. 
That such disputes might be settled peacefully required an Inde- 
pendent tribunal, and so the constitution provided the Supreme Court, and to 
that court were given vast powers.—From ''The Supreme Court of the United 
to Scrlbner's.

Reform in Education. 
By Professor Eliot» President of Harvard Unlvcrslisr 
E'all know that thjro Is no real line between the elementary and 
secondary schools, neither is there a definite distinction between 
the secondary school and the colleges. The whole process should 
bo one. 
But there is an epoch—a period at w'hich the child's character 
Is determined, and this Is based on natural history, for the de­ 
velopment of the child has in It just as much natural history as 
tbo growth of tl^e flower of the field. 
I believe that the line is this, and that it Is the only Hue I 
know of in the ■whole process of education; it is the age when 
the child had best go away from Its home for Its education. Our country has 
found that the moral character of Its youth has been pretty thoroughly de­ 
veloped at the age of eighteen. That age is a good one to take the child away 
from home. 
Don’t we know "what changes reaily need to be made? The change Is in 
the order of the subjects taught in the High School and the order of all the 
subjects from the ages of sis to eighteen. 
Don’t wo know that the High 
School to-day is positively bad; that the study of languages is erroneous2 
Any child of nine can master any domestic or foreign language, and so also 
an observation .subject such as botany. 'Yet the study of these subjects is de­ 
ferred to the age of fourteen. 
We are beginning to get the obsorA’atlon 
studies down into the primary grades, but Ave have got to get them there 
more than they now are. 
Every child in the whole country ought to have a chance to attack the 
language and observation studies. The hindrance to this system lies In the 
fact that certain studies are held back for High School study. 
Increasing 
the Rltgh School course to six years would be a distinct help.

Ihe Distinctive Feature 
of Our Constitution 
By Justice David J» Brewer. 
HOUGHTFUL men, the world over, have not been lacking In praise 
of our constitution and system of government. As the years go by 
it becomes more apparent that the distinctive feature of tbe consti­ 
tution is Its judicial system, with the Supremo Court at Its head. 
Not in the mere fact of a judicial system, for courts ivere a part of 
our Anglo-Saxon inheritance. Indeed, long before the settlement of 
this country executive, legislative, and judicial departments and 
functions were In existence. But the significance is In the powers 
given to the Supreme Court, and given In a Republic formed by a 
union of States, which, though surrendering some of the absolute 
supremacy of a Nation, were continued In possession of a large amount of in­ 
dependent authority. 
We call ours a Federal system of government It is Federal because there 
ts a Nation and States within and a part of that Nation—a Nation supreme in 
national affairs and in foreign relations, and yet powerless to control the 
purely local Interest of the separate States. 
We rightfully speak of the 
republic ns a nation possessed In its relation to the nations of the w'orld of all 
the essential attributes of nationality, yet we know that the nation, that Con­ 
gress as the legislative body of tbe nation, is impotent to regulate the police 
affairs of the smallest village In any State. Over local affairs the States are 
as supreme as though they were not integral parts of the republic. 
This creation of a new nation with all the elements of nationality, with 
absolute control over national afCalfs and foreign relations, and yet composed 
of States having a like absolute control over the local affairs of tbe com* 
munitles within their limits, would, in the nature of things, result in contro- 
Tersies between the Nation and the States as to their relative control in many 
matters. That such disputes might be settled peacefully required an inde­ 
pendent tribunal, and so the constitution provided the Supreme Court, and to 
that court were given vast powers.—From “The Supreme Ck>urt of the United 
StatotT* tn Scribner’s.

Belasco, while talking about some of 
the mechanical effects used In **The 
Darling of the Gods," "that tricks of 
the simplest description arouse 
the 
popular wonder and curiosity to the 
greatest extent, while on the 
other 
hand, the most original, delicate and 
daring work passes unnoticed by all 
save profressional 
experts. A great 
many years ago, when I was learning 
the business of mounting and produc- 
ing plays, I Introduced 
a cat 
into 
'Hearts of Oak'—the play that 
made 
the late James A. Heme famous. 
We 
had a live baby In the play, too, which 
excited a tremendous amount of inter- 
est, but I think the cat created more 
talk and wonder because every one is 
familiar with the habits of that domes- 
tic animals and knows how difficult It 
is to teach one to perform" even the 
simplest trick. 


"Every night at a, certain cue, this 
cat came on the stage, walked across 
to the fireplace, stretched herself and 
then lay down in front of the blazing 
hearth, for we burned 
real fire in a 
gas log In order 
to make the scene 
more realistic and natural. The 
cat 
did her part so easily 
and naturally 
that she frequently get a round of ap- 
plause, and it always happened that 
before we had played three nights in 
a town the most popular topic of con- 
versation was, 'How 
did they 
ever 
train that cat to come on the stage, 
stretch herself and lie down In front of 
the fire?' 


"Night after night the cat took her 
cue and went through her little act to 
the wonder and delight of all behold- 
ers. 
It really seemed like a remark- 
able performance on her part; but, af- 
ter all, her education was a very sim- 
ple matter. A few minutes before it 
was time for her to go on we used to 
put her In a basket Just large enough 
to hold her comfortably without giving 
her a chance to change her position, 
and then leave her in a cool place in 
the cellar. .At the proper 
time, she 
was brought upstairs and released In 
the entrance In time 
to answer her 
cue. Of course she walked across the 
stage to where the fire was burning, 
and when she got there what was there 
to do except to stretch herself 
as a 
measure of relief after her cramped 
position in 
the basket, and then lie 
down in the warmth of tne 
blazing 
log? The fact is, Ip would have been 
very difilcult Indeed to train her to Jo 
anything 
else 
under 
the 
circum- 
stances."

Belasco, while talking about some of 
the mechanical effects used in “The 
Darling of the Gods/* "that tricks of 
the simplest description arouse 
the 
popular wonder and curiosity to tho 
greatest extent, while on the 
other 
hand, the most original, delicate and 
daring work passes unnoticed by all 
save profressional 
experts. A great 
many years ago, when I was learning 
the business of mounting and produc­ 
ing plays, I introduced 
a cat 
into 
‘Hearts of Oak*—the play that made 
the late James A. Herne famous. We 
had a live baby in the play, too, which 
excited’ a tremendous amount of inter* 
est, but I think the cat created more 
talk and wonder because every one is 
familiar with the habits of that domes­ 
tic animals and knows how difficult it 
is to teach one to perform" even the 
simplest trick. 
“Every night at a, certain cue, this 
cat came on the stage, walked across 
to the fireplace, stretched herself and j 
then lay down in front of the blazing 
hearth, for we burned real Are in a 
gas log in order to make the scene 
more realistic and natural. The cat 
did her part so easily and naturally 
that she frequently get a round of ap­ 
plause, and it always happened that 
before we had played three nights in 
a town the most popular topic of con- 
versation was, ‘How 
did they 
ever 
train that cat to come on the stage, 
stretch herself and lie down in front of 
the fire?' 
“Night after night the cat took her 
cue and went through her little act to 
the wonder and delight of all behold­ 
ers. It really seemed like a remark* 
able performance on her part; but, af­ 
ter all, her education was a very sim­ 
ple matter. A few minutes before it 
was time for her to go on we used to 
put her in a basket Just large enough 
to hold her comfortably without giving 
her a chance to change her position, 
and then leave her in a cool place in 
the cellar. .At the proper time, she 
was brought upstairs and released In 
the entrance in time to answer her 
cue. Of course she walked across the 
stage to where the fire was burning, 
and when she got there what was there 
to do except to stretch herself as a 
measure of relief after her cramped 
position in 
the basket, and then lie 
down in the warmth of tne 
blazing 
log? The fact Is, ip would have been 
very difficult indeed to train her to Jo 
anything 
else 
under 
the 
circum­ 
stances.''

The negroes were arrested after the crime 
and put iu Jail at Newton. 
The three negroes were taken from the 
■ Jail by a mob and hanged on the same 
‘tree, leM than a mile a away. 
The bodies were riddled with bal> 
lots. The crime with which the three 
negioce were charged was an ugly <»ne. 
. Jjabt Saturday night a large crowd of uu> 
'groes gathered on the farm of F. S. Bui* 
Jard, near Peace, Qa., to indulge in a 
frolic given by one of Bullard'v farm 
hands. Three negroes from Miller ooun« 
were in the crowd and many being 
drunk, soon started trouble. Their host 
could not keep them quiet, and Mi. BuU 
lard went to the bouse and commanded 
quiet. Annette, McCoy and McKinney 
drew their pistols and opened fire on 
Mr. Bullard, inflicting wounds from 
which he died Tuesday morning.
